It was my good fortune to meet the 
better clas from all parts of the south, 
and see what bas really becu accom- 
1 so what these people would 

under favorable circumstances, 
1 took particular pains to mect as 
many teachers as possible, and when 
they found I was from the vortb, and 
especially interested in them, they 
would come to my room nights and 
we would talk of their homes and 
school work, and as I listened often to 
sad stories of their persousl experi- 
j enoes, I would think of this little band 
of earnest workers and wich so that 
yon, too, could hear. Among them 
was one dear girl from Scocis, very 
bright und promising, who has just 
taken a school farther south. 

I also met girls that were teaching 
country schools for six and even one- 
half dollars a month, (it is to these 
that the missionary boxes mean +0 
much) aud although laboring under 
the most disconraging disadvantage, 
yet they were thoroughly interested 
in their work, and in every case con- 
soious of the need of pure 8&urround- 
ings, and a better understanding of 
home life, and as I talked to them of 
their life work, and considered all 


they have to overcome and yet how 
[4 true hearted and eager they 
are, I could not help com- 
paring them with the more 


favored girls who are idling their 
time away in college with no particular 
aim in life. 
The Negroes of the south are far in 
advance of those in the north. That 
may seem strange, but when you con- 
sider how scattered we are here, and 
that the colored student after he en- 
ters or leaves the high school, has lit- 
tle to inspire him in a social way to 
keep him bright, while in the sonth it 
is different. They are surrounded by 
companions. They can also succeed 
1 better in business, especially the me- 
chanics, for in the south they are 
acoustomed to giving the Negro work, 

Hor the whites feel that work is degrad- 

ing, consequently the industrious Negro 

has « large field. 

I had the pleasure of attending a 
reception for tho stndents of Clark 
University and I can truthfully «ay 

the air of oulture and refinement 

would equal any gathering I ever at- 

tended in this oity. 

On Sunday, December 29th, several 

g ot us visi Spellman Seminary and 
mot the girls in the chapel. After a 

number of short addresses we were en- 
tertained by three Congo girls 

who sang for us in their 

native tongue. There we met 

Mies Howard, who has just re- 

turned from Africa. This school has 
two missionaries in Africa, As wo 
prepared to go the girls ang. We 
are 's loyal daughters, we will 
her honor. The eff-ot was 
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's considered the common prey of all, 
*he is even deprived the protection of 
father and brother, for any protest or 
tesentment whatever on their part, 
means at least six months in prison or 
the convict labor farm, and the chances 
are thay she is herself imprisoned in a 
majority of localities, There is abso- 
lately no tection, no justice, and 
while we are holding our hands in aw» 
at the Armonicou LUFTOTS, at our own 
door pnre, defenseless girls are being 
ontraged and murdered at will, 
and this is a Christian land 

When we think of the spparent meek 
submissſon of the Negro when he 60 
often outnumbers the whites, we won 
der how it can be so; but we must not 
forget that for 250 years they were 
taught the reality of a lake of fire and 
the terrors of an unseen world, Can 
wo not see, then, that his religion was 
links in ths chains that bound bim? 
Oliver Wendell Homes has said: The 
time to educate a child is 100 years be- 
fore he is born,” So with the gospel 
of, Servant, bey your masters,” 
eonstantly preached to them, and with 
visions of the lake that burneth for ever 
they were easy victims to the wiles 
of heartless scheming masters, but the 
true religious teachings of the last 
thirty years is developing the highest 
type of manhood and womanhood, and 
the influence of the old fear-develop- 
ing religion is like their ch ins, 
"broken but not yet off,” In the 
sonth, as everywhere else, evil pre- 
dominates, but the noble men and 
women who knew and appreciated the 
devotion and integrity of the slave are 
today their friends, aud there is a cord 
of sympatby, if not affection, which 
will continue as the years roll by. It 
is chiefly the poor whites and the 
traitor from the north who bave swelled 
their ranks that are making the mis- 
chief. 

It is impossible to describe the im- 
portauce of the mission work in the 
south. And I doubt very much if in 
any other mission field there is such 
encouraging results, and although 
there is much yet to be done, these 


people are eager to help them- 
elves, and I feel safe in 
saying that the time will come 


when they will no longer be given 
charge. This is not a pauper race, for 
while they have the i 
blood ot, the African, they also have 
the richest purest blood of sonthern 
aristocracy. 
I have been asked which was the 
more intelligent. The light or dark 
people now, judging from what I «aw, 
I will bave to decide in favor of the 
dark ones (contrary to the pet theory of 
some]. One thing that seemed strange 
to me was that the whiter they were, 
and those were many, that would defy 
detection by the most critical, 
They seemed to have the greatest 
antipathy for the white people. An- 
other surprise was the absence of the 
sonthern dialect among the colcred 
people, and its prevalence among the 
whites, That was explained by the 
colored student coming in direct con- 
tact with their Northern teachers. 
How I wish I could command the lau- 
guage to tell yon of the reverence these 
people have for their Northern 
friends, and how astonished they were 
to hear that many things they longed for 
would be denied them here as well as in 
the south, for although I was born 
and raised in our own dear Michigan, 
yet many privileges were denied me, 
even the few physical cnlture exercises 
that I was able to join then, and 
which they prized so bighly, would 
bave been denied me in Bay City had 
it not been for the firmness of a few 
noble Christian women. The south- 
land is the place for the Negro and 
everything possible should be done to 
make them contented, and to protect 
them from the unjust laws that makes 
their condition worse than slavery. 
Now I mnst tell you of at least two 
of our noble women—first, Carrie 
Steel, who bas an orphan home. She 
began five years ago with five little 
boys and not a dollar, Today sbe has 
geventy-five orphans that she gives a 
common education and knowledge of 
honsework, also a house of nineteen 
rooms, four—acres of land, two cows 
and two horses. Second, Mrs, Alice 
Cary. She was a Michigan girl, and a 
great admirer of Mrs. Doo Camble, 
the lady we heard here speak of 
ber mission work; Mrs. Cary is 
principal of one of the public 
schools, and her spare time is em- 
ployed in getting innocent girls and 
women out of prison, and finding 
homes for children born in the pris- 
ons, for in the southern prison or jail 
there is no separation of sexes. There 
is a pretense to separate the eating and 
sleeping apartments of the two races, 
but from the number of children born 
that is a farce, Think of girls, not 
always criminals, spending a few years 
in prison and coming out with a fam- 
ily of two or three children. Can you 
imagine « degradation more horrible. 
The first direct blow at this degrad- 
ivg practice was made at the congress 
of Negro women, held in Atlanta De- 
cember 27-28. One of their resolu- 
tions was: That we, the- women of 
this congress, call upon the legal au- 
thorities of the states where 
the convict lease system is in 
torce to at least make proper pro- 
vision for the separation of tho sexes, 
and that we ask the co-operation of 
the generous white women of the south 
to assist us in all honorable ways to 
correct the evil here complained of.“

midst of the conditions that surrounds 
the most of them, I must conclude 
with Booker T. Washington, that after 
all, under the circumstances, this race is 
one of most moral races on the face of 
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Neglect of Self, 


We neglect ourselves at our peril, 
Any infraction of nature's laws is sure 
We may be 80 ab- 
sor bed in the business or in the pleas- 
ares of life, that we will fail to observe 
the laws of health for months and may 
be for years, but sooner or later retri- 
bution is sure to come. 
it comes, the more terrible it will be. 
In its relation to health, 
might be likened to « locomotive. 
long as the track is nnobstructed and 
the rails sound, the locomotive needs 
only to be supplied with fuel and wa- 
ter and it will run naturally and easily.

hole city was astir, eagerly — 
the preparations being made by 
colony getting ready to leave for II- 
beria, Each day added its items of 
interest. Crowds gathered and soon 
swelled into multitudes, - Surgi 
masses of people, including some of 
the best citizens of Savannab, collected 
at tho dock at which the **Laurada” 
was to anchor, Early Thursday morn- 
ing the ship came in, and after having 
a small accident was made fast to the 
dock. Then it was that the crowd 
grew wild, and it was with repeated 
effort that they were kept from rush- 
ing over tho wharf in their desire to 
see the sbip. 
The proper officials from the Ons- 
tom House soon boarded her, and 
aſter a thorough inspection pronounced 
her in every way fully equipped aud 
meeting every requirement of the law. 
Then the loading began. The coloniete 
had provided themselves for the trip, 
and bad brought everything that 
wonld be needed when they landed at 
Monrovia. ; 
After working bard for two days to 
get everything aboard, then on Sun- 
day morning as had been announced, 
the doors were thrown open and the 
immense throng rusbed into the wharf. 
The colonists were all on board and 
ready to say good-bye, when Bishop 
H. M. Turner, of Atlants, Ga., offer- 
ed a fervent prayer in behalf of the 
colony who were going, after whieb 
the crowd joined Dr. A. J. Warner, of 
Birmingham, Ala., in singing appro- 
priate songs. Then addresses were 
made to the crowd by M. J. Jenkins, 
of Athens, Ga., Dr. Warner and Bizh- 
op Turner. After the addresses the 
crowd joined again in singing, God 
Be With You Till We Meet Again,” 
and as the ship turned across and then 
headed down the Savannah river tho 
scene that followed can never be de- 
soribed. Shouts of thousands gound- 
ed along every street; men and wom- 
en burried to every available place to 
get a glimpse of her; songs from those 
on the shore greeted her as she pacs- 
ed, plonghing her way to the ocean. 
Time will never efface the memories 
of this occasion from the minds of 
thote who witnessed it, and when in a 
few short years these colonists have 
built and beantified their homes in 
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their own free country they will end 
up their prayers for those who have 
never known what liberty* and ſree- 
dom mean, - 
This colony was composed mostly 
of farmers, who go to Liberia to settle 
on land donated to them by that gov- 
ernment. There were also representa- 
tives of many of the trades and pro- 
fessions. Taken as a whole, it was in- 
deed a fine representative body of peo- 
ple, many of whom are well educated 
and possessed of considerable means. 
They were not composed of the street- 
loafer, politician or **ociety swell“ 
olass, nor were they of the class that 
are always roving from place to place, 
raady to go anywhere they can get a 
ride on the cars. They were com 
posed of the honest, industrious class 
of people, who constitute the bone and 
sinew of their race, seeking to better 
their condition and looking to the fut- 
ure welfare of their posterity. Their 
determination is clearly depioted in 
every conntenance. They do not ex- 
pect to find money growing on trees, 
or to be fed with a silver spoon, but 
they go as pioneers, expecting to un- 
dergo some hardships in becoming 
used to a new climate and the enrround- 
ings of a new country, but fully de- 
termined to become loyal citizens of 
the republic, to engage in the various 
pursnits of life, and help to build up a 
government that will be a blessing to 
their children and command the re- 
spect of all the great powers of earth. 
It is by far the best equipped colony 
that has ever gone before, This faot 
can be attested te by any person who 
witnessed their departure,

Six weeks from this day many of the 
members who will take part in 
deliberations of the approaching es- 
sion, will be at Wilmington awaiting 
the morrow, and the great log heap 
will be rolled together whose fervid 
glow »ball turn to smoke the gronnd- 
lens aspirations of not « few, After 
that, a settling down to the real work 
that ought to be done. I wish to speak 
of policies and principles only, not of 
men, A man of experience, talking 
of what «bonld be done, by an off-band 
deliberative assembly like ours, will 
think and speak of tho practical and 
p« ible, rather than of the visionary. 


WHAT SHOULD BE, 

Beginning at 10 o'clock Monday, 
the opening ezeroises should be ready 
to ologe by 1 p. m. Then, if the 
Episcopal address is delivered at 3 in 
the afternoon, the organization of the 
Conference could be completed the 
second day, and on Wednesday the re- 
ports of all the departments could be 
placed in the hands of the respective 
committees. These committees «hould 
be enjoined to report on Friday, Satut- 
day, Monday, and so each day notil 
all are in, approved and gent to the 
journal. 
If the General Conference attempts 
to make a general and thorough revis- 
ion of the Discipline, as has been sng- 
gested by many, it will fail. The 
reasonis, that ench a work impossible 
to be done by a body like ours in the 
length of time that we con afford to 
take for it. If every member is to 
introduces measures in the un 
way, and then have the right to debate 
them when called np, in the usual par- 
liamentary way, as he should have, 
then onr time will be ntterly frittered 
away, and we will at last adjourn and 
go home as much diesatisfled with the 
result as ever, Mark my words, and 
nee if they ere not falfilled to the let- 
ter, All bills and errors to be cor- 
rected should be carefully prepared 
beforeband and banded in to the com 
mittee on revision as soon as it has 
been appointed, and the introdnotion 
of changes should be entirely in its 
hauds, But first of all, to secure the 
best possible results instead of one 
committee, as formerly, we #bonld 
have a commission of three from each 
distriet, two preachers and a layman; 
thirty-six in all, divided into four scc- 
tions of nine each. Let each section 
take a special part. 

The first scction taking, say the first 
108 pages, then the second taking all 
between that and one hundred and 
ninety-one, Then ckipping the ritual, 
the third scetion could begin at the 
chapter on temporal economy, page 
299 to the appendix, at the end. The 
4th section s} onld be charged with re- 
vising the rules and revising the course 
of study, for snbmission to the Bisbops, 
before adoption, They should bave 
four or five catalognes of the foremost 
publishers, and a course selected ont 
ot live modern publication, that will 
put the student abreast with modern 
ideas aud methods. This same section 
should also be charged with preparing 
an enlarged scheme of indexing, 60 as 
to cover every possible subject in the 
book, and not leave it to the over- 
worked and hurried-to-death pub- 
lisher, and then curse him all the next 
four years. 

One of these committees, having the 
lightest burden on its hands, should 
be charged with engrossing aud codi- 
ſying the new laws and putting them 
into proper shape for the printer, If 
this arraugement cau be adopted, we 
shall come nearer to satisfying results 
than we have ever done before, But 
we sbould still not have even approx- 
imately a perfect book. Hence, behind 
all that the conference can possibly do 
in session assembled, if we would have 


an almost per fest book, as 
nearly 80 as our present state 
of culture and experience will 


enable us to make, we should appoint 
a committee of fifteen--twelve minis- 
ters and laymen, with three of the 
Bishops and appropriate $500 for 
their expenses. Then after the bock 
is ont, and its defects seen, as they 
will be, let this commission oome to- 
gethe nd spend three weeks in a 
thoroußh review of the whole work. 
When finisbed, let it be set up entire 
and stereotyped and copies made for 
use of the evening session. When 
thus approved, we sbould have no far- 
ther -need to revise the discipline 
again in twelve to sixteen years. 
subsequent changes could be put in a 
pamphlet supplement, and distributed 
after each session. We ongbt to get 
dune with this everlasting tinkerin, 
at the law, For, after all, it is not 
law we need 80 mnch as we need moral 
and spiritual power, Men seem to 
forget that the Church of God cannot 
feed and grow on law, but on love and 
grace! Tomy mind there is some reas0n 
to fear that the ivflnence of the civil life 
about ns, and the constant reading of 
the newspapers (to the exclusion of 
ihe Bible) are drawing many minds 
away to thinking only of worldly ways 
for management of God's glorious 
cause.

as the sentiment of the Negro. Th. 
specch was remarkable, Not eo, how 
ever, from « point of logio, originalit; 
or im passionate eloquenoe for whict 
the Negro is noted. These are quali 
ties 1 — absent in 0 many 
of Mr. Washington's orations as have 
come under our notice, 

Mr. Washington is neither a 8cholar, 
Ic gioian, orator nor race man, His ed 
neation (if we may thus style it) came 
from an inferior source. He hails from 
hoo where the Negro was taught 
that his calling was to the SPADE, the 
non and the PLOW; in abort, it was a 
Negro wonksnor. The higher elements 
of his (Washington's) nature has never 
been tonched by the elevating power 
of a broad, all-embracing edncation, 
such as is imparted in the great schools 
of bumanity, where the color of the 
kin is not regarded as an index of 
greatness or vice vera. The school 
from which Wasbington comes proposes 
only to teach the Negro to work. The 
great principles of race-love, patriot- 
om, moral and gocial manhood, were 
not taught in Gen. Armsatrong's 
sohool while Mr. Wasbington was « 
student there. He was taught to cnl- 
tivate the farm, make wheel barrows, 
ox arte, plow stocks, ax helves, &., 
Ko., but not to deal with the great 
problems of philosopby, the great 
questions of statescraſt, and otber ne 
tional tian, ievolriug the rights and 
prerogatives of the black man in com- 
mon with all bamanity, These potent 
keenes are new to Mr. Washington. 
Jie ces through a glass dimly;” 
he believes with all of his heart that 

he destiny of the Negro race lies in 
's gervility and subservieney to the 

ite man, Washington is not 80 

wen, but the man is ignorant. His 
raluing was secondary. He bas never 

utered the higher realm of literature 
and the profound reasoning of phil- 
osopby ; be bas never drank from the 
perennial springs of knowledge where 
great minds delight to dwell, nor 
soared aloft amidst the mysteries of 
revolving worlds, 

Washington's speech may be regard- 
ed as a matter of small import which 
is true from a literary point of view, 
but let it be remembered that bis 
views were given and accepted as the 
views of the Negro race, He stood 
there as our spokesman, white and 
black seem to have drank down what 
be said with a smile accompanied with 
a hearty amen, The papers teemed 
with compliments to the new apostle 
of #ociology ; his cut appeared in the 
most bourbon white papers of the 
sonth. Why ail of this? Simply be- 
canse he eaid: Wa Nerarons Dox't 
WANT SOCIAL EQUALITY — WE ARE SATIS- 
FIED WITH WHAT WE CAN GET,” 

Now, what is the logical import of 
this cringing, cowardly and niggardly 
deolaration ? 

Why, it is this: We Negroes are sat- 
isfied with separate cars, separate bo- 
tele, separate schools, separate 
churches and separate grave yards. 
The declaration endorses every form 
of mob-yiotence aud degradation im- 
posod upon the black race. Such are 
the sentiments of the young Moses, 
enunciated before thousands who are 
guilty of the innocent blood of our 
feHow men, either directly or indi- 
rectly. 

Can it be that the American Ne- 
groes have decided that their cause is 
an unholy one, and that they are uuflt 
to enjoy the rights and privileges of 
American citizens? Have they shut 
their eyes and stopped their ears to 
the blood and monrnful wail that has 
gone up from the dying lips of their 
murdered dead. Are they blind aud 
deaf to the awful scourge of carnage, 
death and lamentations that eweeps 
over America? Have they lost the last 
impulse of moral manhood? Has that 
sympathetic chord that vibrates in the 
heathen heart been rent asnnder by 
the dreadful race convulsions tbat have 
gone on during two and a half oen- 
turies? Can it be that the race of Hau- 
nibal L'Overtnre, Garnett, Attucks, 
Donglass and Delaney has sunk 80 low 
into the cess-pools of cowardice that 
even the instinctive genius that makes 
the brute creation protect its clan has 
not the power to inspire them to do 
deeds of valor, to defend their kith 
and kin? Such cannot be the case. 
Washington's doctrine of Negro ser- 
vility is not the universal sentiment. 

True the papers have placed on his 
empty pate the royal diadem, and pro- 
claimed bin the hero of the 19th cen- 
tary, Some call him the second 
Moses, and others, the second Doug- 
lass. But what comparison is there 
between Booker T. Washington and 
the late Frederick Douglass? Dong- 
lass was a great cit:del of learning and 
bravery; whereever opportunity af- 
forded be spoke up for his race, and 
poured ont the vials of his wrath npon 
their persecutors. Nothing could in- 
duce bim to criminate his people or 
compromise with those who imposed 
upon them. Donglass was a great 
race man; while he likely made some 
mistakes in the latter part of his life, 
yet when it became necessary for him 
to lift up his eloquent voice, or weld 
his mighty pen in behalf of his snffer- 
ing brethren, he did 80 manfully and 
convincingly. It is a burning shame 
to compare Washington—an unedu- 
eated, inexperienced youth to the 
sleeping sage of Anicostia, Better 
compare Brutus with Cesar, or Xerxes 
with the dauntless Leonidas, who with 
three hnndred brave Spartan boys, 
fought the myriads of Persian soldiers 
%% the death.“ 

Washington says the Negro don't 
need critical learning; that he only 
needs a good practical education, In 
other words, the Negro only needs to 
know bow to be a first-class servant. A 
good boot-black, dish. washer, office 
buy, hack-driver, hotel-waiter, Pull- 
man-oar porter, steam-boat roust- 
about, barber, farm hand and every- 
thing else in the catagory of servility, 
and *'meniality” but be should not 
seek to be a physician, lawyer, states- 
man, linguist, musician, philosopher, 
soientist, painter, sculptor, historian, 
inventor, nor any other position of 
character and exaltedness. 

PRACTICAL EDUCATION,” what other 
kind of education has the Negro ever 
had? This has been his training for 
nigh three hundred years.

ue of the Negro race de- 
bonds npon the unity, veracity and the 
ndividusl exertion of the race, and 
10t upon our identification with the 
Thite race, unless the social barriers 
vers broken down, and the Negro al- 
owed to enjoy, untrammelled, every 
icht of an American citizen, Since 
his cannot be done, the black man 
nust seek to strengthen and fortify 
the ramparts of his own national honse- 
hold, for the day may not be distant 
when he will be forced to rely upon 
bis own resources by the written laws 
of the land, The black race cannot 
long stand where it is today. 
won bave to do one of three things; 
(a) stoop to voluntary slavery ; (b) re- 
sist the strong arm of his oppreaser, 
or emigrate, The first of these con- 
dititions he is very nearly now com- 
plying with; the second would be fu- 
tile, and the third he seems to have no 
mind to do, Reasoning thus, we find 
that ere long in America there will be 
eight million slaves—slaves of their 
own accord, slaves because they are 
destitute of manhood and pride of 
ra. 
There is no such thing as two na- 
tions ocenpying the same territory on 
peaceſul terms. If they are equal 
fluancially, educationally and nearly 
«0, in point of military prowess, war 
will be the result; if one is weak and 
the other strong, the strong will sur- 
vive, and the weak perish. The high- 
er the Americau Negro rises in the 
soale of intelligence, the more bostile 
and aggressive will his exposers be.

To teach the Negro servility is to 
sap the foundation of the race, and 
doom us to irretrievable degradation. 
Slavery left us half unmanned. We 
have but little faith in each other 
now, and less in the future hope of the 
nation. 
Washington and bis class of men are 
damning the American youths by their 
pernicions dootrine of Negro servility. 
These men will go down to their tombs 
«tained with the gore of a nation, and 
may the grim speotre of our murdered 
dead haunt them like the ghost of Cos 
sar baunted his murderer, Brutus.

DENERARA ANNUAL CONFERENCE, 


Election of General Conference Dele- 
gates,

The Demerars Annual Conference 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church was opened at Bethel A. M. E. 
ohurch, Anna Catherina, West Coast, 
British Gaians on the 17th of Febru- 
ary. After devotional exercizes Rev. 
Raben A. Sealey, presiding elder, and 
superintendent of Missions, called the 
conference to order. Brother R. A. 
Butler was elected secretary. The 
presiding elder had read Bishop H. M. 
Tarner's letter to him authorizing him 
to hold the conference, He expressed 
his regret at not being able to welcomes 
the Bishop and stated that weighty 
reas0ns alone deprived ns of the honor 
of Dr. Turner's presence. The neces- 
sary committees were appointed and 
the digciplinary questions entered 
npon. 

The educational meeting was held 
on the evening of the 18th; the memo- 
rial service on the 19th, and the Mis- 
sionary meeting on the 24th. They 
were all very largely attended, Mr. 
Sealy's eulogy on the lines of the de- 
ceased Bishops, was listened to with 
perfect attention and called forth a 
standing vote of thanks, On the arrival 
of the tim appointed for electing del- 
egates to the general conference to be 
held at Wilmington, N. C., in May of 
the present year, the president said he 
had been informed that the African 
conferences had elected men in Amer- 
iea to represent them, it was equally 
important that the West Indies should 
be adequately represented, as only one 
lay delegate and himself would be able 
to attend, he suggested that one of the 
American brethren be elected. He bad 
been informed by the secretary of the 
Electoral college that Brother Frank- 
lin had been elected lay delegate. The 
brethren then elected Revs. Ruben A. 
Sealy, P. E. and J. T. Jenifer, D. D., 
of Washington, D. C., ministerial dele- 
gates. 

The committees handed in excellent 
reports, all of which were discussed. 
The brethren expressed their sorrow 
at the nnconcerned attitude which the 
Missionary department had taken to- 
wards them. They complained that 
not only had they received no support 
therefrom, but their letters 
had been treated with the 
utmost contempt. The presiding elder 
said that he was himself at a loss to 
understand certain things, but he felt 
gare, from what be knew of Dr, Der- 
rok, that tho blame was not to be at 
tributed to him. 

The conference sessions attracted 
largo gatherings and proved very in- 
teresting, A word of praise is due to 
the able manner in which the presiding 
elder conducted the assembly. There 
was neither hitch nor unpleasantuess; 
it will therefore cause no surprise
